11 S.African miners rescued, none 
stili trapped 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Eleven men who became 
trapped in an illegal gold mine 
m South Africa were rescued 
yesterday, but an unknown 
numb er rein ame d undergro und 
fearing airest 

Tlie men, who were all un¬ 
injured, were immediately 
handed over to police Rescue 
o tfrciah: said many othcrs were 
now able to leave the mine but 
had refused to come out while 
officials were present, fearing 
airest. 

"We managed to retrieve 11 
young men We believe they 
are South Africans, they have 
been treated and handed over 
to the police," municipal emer¬ 
gency and rescue services offi¬ 
cial Rugger Mam ala told AFP. 

"Yes, there is a possibility 
that there could be more, but 
we don't know and we are not 
going to send any of our res¬ 
cuers down there 11 

Around 30 miners who 


were trapped at a shallow level 
had earlier told rescuers from a 
private operator EFv24 that 
there were 200 others stuck at 
a level underneath them. 

That was never confirmed, 
however, with local municipal 
officials insisting there were 
only around 30 people trapped. 

Mam ail a declared the res¬ 
cue operation closed around 
two hours after the II were 
brought to the surface 

"Should there somebody 
who was not brave enough to 
came out, at least we removed 
the boulders and have created 
a free passageway," said Ma- 
maila “It l s for them ta decide 
when to come out. 1 ' 

Municipal officials said die 
workers went down on Satur¬ 
day into the mine using a shaft 
dug illegally behind a cricket 
stadium in the Benom district 
east a f J ohannesburg. 

But police suspect some of 
them had been underground 


for up 12 days 

Many are thought to be for¬ 
mer mine workers who are fa¬ 
miliar with the geography of 
the mines and can walk for 
s e v eral Ini om etre s und er- 
ground and possibly came out 
through other exit, points, ac¬ 
cording to police 

They became trapped when 
large rocks fell and blocked the 
entrance to the six aft, and were 
able to climb out when res¬ 
cuers using excavation equip¬ 
ment cleared the way 

Police an patrol nearby dis¬ 
covered that the men were 
trapped in the mine when a 
passer-by said he had heard 
people screaming for help.

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Berime: Syria regime 'not 
serious' about negotiations 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany's 
foreign minister said yesterday 
the Syrian government was not 
senaus about negotiating, after 
the latest round of peace talks 
ended without progress. 

The talks* failure "shows 
once again that (President 
Bashar al-Assad} and Ins peo¬ 
ple are not seriously interested 
in negotiations," Frank-Walter 
Steinmeier said in a brief state¬ 
ment. 

The Syrian authorities are 
interested only "m consolidat¬ 
ing their hold on power," he 
said. 

"The suffering of Syrians 
and the future of the country 


clearly plays no role," added 
Steimneier, calling on the UN 
Security Council to adopt a 
resolution to end war crimes in 
Syria. 

A second round of peace 
talks between the Syrian 
regime and the opposition 
broke off Saturday in Geneva, 
with no date set for a third 
round 

Britain, France and the 
United States, which back the 
opposition coalition against the 
Syrian regime and have regu¬ 
larly called for Assad to stand 
down, have blamed the Syrian 
government for sinking the 
talks.

But jurors deadlocked on 
whether Dunn murdered Jor¬ 
dan Davis, 17, when he shot at 
the SUV Three of die nine bul¬ 
lets that hit the car struck 
Davis, who was in the rear pas¬ 
senger seat The gunfire 
missed the other teens. 

After almost 32 hours of 
deliberations over four days -- 
on the ev e a f wh at waul d h ave 
been Davis's i91h birthday - a 
Duval County jury convicted 
Dunn on three counts of sec¬ 
ond-degree attempted murder 
Saturday night Assistant State

Mr Lopez, 42, is a former 
mayor of the Chacao district,, 
m eastern Caracas. He used his 
TWitter account to call on stu¬ 
dents to carry on with peaceful 
demonstrations. 

"To the country and the stu¬ 
dents, who I've always ad¬ 
mired and supported, the battle 
is m the streets, but without vi¬ 
olence,- he posted 

He also sent a direct mes¬ 
sage to the Venezuelan presi¬ 
dent "Maduro, you are a 
coward. You are not going to 
force me or my family to bow 
down." 

On Saturday, police clashed 
with a group of demonstrators 
at the end of an opposition 
march m the eastern neigh¬ 


bourhood of Chacao. 

They bred tear gas to dis¬ 
perse the crowd Activists 
hurled stones More than 20 
people were injured 

Thousands of government 
supporters .also took to the 
streets of Caracas on Saturday 
m a march "for peace and 
against fascism". 

Mr Maduro addressed the 
crowd and renewed accusa¬ 
tions against the opposition 
He accused Mr Lopez of or¬ 
dering "all these violent kids, 
which he trained, to destroy 
the prosecutor's office, half d£

CHICAGO (AFP) - Mathers 
may say they don't care 
whether they have a sail ora 
daughter, but their breast 
milk says otherwise. 

"Mathers are producing 
different biological recipes 
for sons and daughters," said 
Katie Hinde, an evolutionary 
biologist at Harvard Univer¬ 
sity

Studies m humans, mon¬ 
keys and other mammals 
have found a variety of dif¬ 
ferences in both the content 
and the quantity of milk pro ¬ 
duced. 

On e comm on them e b aby 
bays often get milk that is 
richer m fat or protein -- and 
thus energy -- while baby 
girls often get more milk 

There are a lot of theories 
as to why tins happens, Hinde 
said Friday at the American 
Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Science's annual 
meeting 

Rhesus monkeys, for in¬ 
stance, tend to produce more 
calcium in the milk they feed 
to daughters who inherit so¬ 
cial status from their mothers. 

"It could be adaptive in 
that it allows mothers to give 


mare milk to daughters 
which is going to accelerate 
their develop and allow them 
to begin reproducing at early 
ages," Hinde said. 

Males don't need to reach 
sexual maturity as quickly as 
females because the only 
limit on how often they re¬ 
produce is how many females 
they can win over 

The females also nurse for 
longer than male monkeys, 
who sp end more time playing 
off on their own and thus 
need more energetically 
dense milk 

It's not yet clear why 
human mothers produce such 
different milk for their ba¬ 
bies, Hinde said 

There is evidence, how¬ 
ever, that the stage is set 
while the baby is still in 
utero 

Hinde published a study 
last week that showed that 
thesexafthe fetus influences 
the milk production of cows 
long after they are separated 
from their calves (typically 
within hours of the birth.) 

The study of 1.49 million 
cows found that, over the 
c ourse of two 305 d ay I a cta- 
tion periods, they produced 
an average of 445 kilos (90S 
pounds) more milk when 
they had female calves than 
when they had bulls. 

They also found no differ¬ 
ence in the protein or fat con¬ 
tent of the nulk produced for 
heifers than for bulls.

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Tuna study reveals oil pollution causes 
heart problems 


CHICAGO (AFP) - The rea¬ 
son people have more heart 
attacks when air pollution 
levels rise may have been re¬ 
vealed by a study on the im¬ 
pact of the BP ail spill on 
tuna, scientists said Thursday 

Heart problems in humans 
and fish have long been 
linked to air pollution and oil 
spills respectively But re¬ 
searchers had not yet sorted 
out exactly how the toxic 
compounds found in oil inter¬ 
fere with heart cells. 

Interest in the problem in- 
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creased when the devastating 
2DIO explosion on the EP- 
1 eased Deepwater Horizon 
drilling rig unleashed four 
million barrels of oil into the 
Gulf of Mexico during 
spawning season. 

Scientists at the National 
□ c e am c an d Atm o sp h eri c 
Administration (NDAA) and 
Stanford University set out to 
understand whathapp ened to 
the hearts of tuna winch had 
been spawned near the spill. 

They collected ail samples 
and young fish from the site 
and studied the impact of 
both fresh and ^weathered' oil 
on the fish heart muscles. 

The researchers found that 
chemicals in the oil blacked 
the potassium and calcium 
channels that regulate heart 
rate and rhythm 

The basic mechanisms oc¬ 
curring there are vital 
processes in cardiac cells in 
all vertebrates -- including 
humans 

There's lots of evidence 
tliat what's in particulate mat¬ 
ter -- the exhaust coming out 
of our cars -- is similar to 
what we're measuring here in 
crude oil," said study author 
Barbara Block, a biologist at 
Stanford University.

The discovery could have 
impacts beyond the regula¬ 
tion of oil pollution, said 
coauthor at Nat Scholz, who 
heads the ecotoxicoiogy pro¬ 
gram at a NDAA fisheries 
center in Seattle. 

‘These results on the 
NDAA side are going to have 
the potential to go beyond 
crude oil because there's so 
many other sources of PAH 
(toxic hydrocarbons) in 
coastal watersheds," he told 
reporters at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the American Associa¬ 
tion for the Advancement of 
Science.

Chemicals 
may be 
eroding child 
IQs; iflsputed 
study 

PARIS (AFP) - Two public 
healtli experts warned Satur¬ 
day ab out die stunting effects 
that a wide array of industrial 
chemicals, including tooth¬ 
paste ingredient Quo ride, 
may be having on child brain 
development, in a report 
some called alarmist. 

Tlie p an; Philipp e Grand] ean 
of the Harvard School of 
Public Healdi and Philip Lan¬ 
ding an from New York's 
Ioann School of Medicine, 
said die numb er of chemicals 
known to hinder child brain 
development have doubled 
from sixm20D6 to 12 today. 
In a 2006 review, die p air had 
identified ethanol, lead, 
methylm ercury, poly chi on - 
nated biphenyls, arsenic and 
t oluene a s " devel o pm ent al 
neurotoiEi cants". 

Since then, studies have 
shown another six to be dan¬ 
gerous: manganese, fluoride, 
chlorpyrifos, 
d i c h 1 o r o d i p h e n y 1 - 
tin chi or o eth an e, tetra- 

chl oro ethyl ene and 

p olybr omul ate d diphenyl 
ethers, said the new review 
These are used in everything 
from pesticides, dry cleaning 
chemicals and flame retar¬ 
dants 

Fluoride is commonly used 
to prevent tooth cavities, and 
added to tap water in many 
countries 

Brain development disorders 
like autism, attention-deficit 
hyperactivity disorder 
(ADHD) and dyslexia al¬ 
ready affect one in six chil¬ 
dren today, and there was 
"strong evidence" of a link 
between chemical exposure 
and an increase in diagnoses, 
the te am wr at e m a revi ew r in 
the Lancet Neurology med¬ 
ical journal. 

"Our very great concern is 
that children worldwide are 
being exposed to unrecog¬ 
nised toxic chemicals that are 
silently eroding intelligence, 
disrupting behaviours, trun¬ 
cating future achievements 
and damaging societies, per- 
hap s more seriously in devel¬ 
oping countries." 

They urged mandated testing 
of all existing industrial 
chemicals as well as new 
ones entering the market, and 
said stronger controls could 
save billions of dollars in tox¬ 
icity and poisoning costs. 
Other experts, however, said 
the paper had limitations and 
was based on an array of pre¬ 
viously published surveys of 
varying reliability. 

"Because the paper lacks 
rigour, it is impossible to as¬ 
sess the validity of the au¬ 
thors' claims, many of which 
seem highly speculative.

by vour baiikC Hmrikus told 
AFP 

"Soon we realised we had 
saved a fortune by not mov¬ 
ing the money across borders 
and that perhaps it could be a 


big business idea. A few 
years later TransferWise was 
born," he added 

A few algorithms later, 
they had come up with the 
programming to connect peo¬ 
ple with complementary cur¬ 
rency needs. 

Hinrikus explains that a 
customer in Bn tain who 
wants to send money home to 
Estonia can put their pounds 
on aTransferWise account. 

Tie company then spots a 
customer in Estonia who 
wants to send an equivalent 
amount of money to the UK. 

R.a.ther than actually send¬ 
ing the money across borders, 
TransferWise then simply 
pays it out to the desired re¬ 
cipient in each country, for 
the minimal fee.

points out the service is certi¬ 
fied by Britain's Financial 
C o nduct Authority (F CA).

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Foreign banks bracing for tough 
U.S. Fed capital rules 


WASHINGTON - Overseas 
banks look set to win only 
minor concessions when the 
Federal Reserve signs off cn 
new capital rules next week, as 
they become increasingly re¬ 
signed to the fact that the cost 
of doing business in the United 
States will go up. 

The Fed, whose board of 
governors meets on Tuesday, 
will require overseas banks to 
hold as much capital in the 
United States as their local ri¬ 
vals 

The reform is designed to 
address concerns that U S. tax¬ 
payers will need to foot die bill 
if European and Asian regula¬ 
tors treat U S. subsidiaries with 
low priority if they need to res¬ 
cue one of then banks. 

Foreign banks with sizeable 
operations an Wall Street such 
as Deutsche Bank and Ear- 
clays have pushed back hard 
against the plan because it 
means they will need to trans¬ 
fer costly capital from Europe. 

Fed Governor Darnel 
Tamilo, in charge of financial 
regulation, has given little sign 
the Fed will relent, however, 
and the financial industry ex¬ 
pects no wholesale change 
from when the proposed rule 
came out in December 2012. 

"(He) certainly does not 
suggest that they're moving to¬ 
ward greater leniency, at least 
for die largest institutions," 
said Greg Lyons, a partner 
working on banking regulation 
at law firm Debevoise & 


Plimpton in New York 

The Fed declined to com¬ 
ment. 

Europe and the United 
States have squabbled over 
how to apply their rules to 
overseas bankmg units, and the 
Fed's plan, as well as its 
tougher reading of globally 
agreed capital rules, have 
widened the lift 

The Fed proposal requires 
die largest overseas banks to 
set up an intermediate holding 
company in the United States 
diat will be mbj eet to the same 
capital, leverage and other re¬ 
quirements as U.S. bank hold¬ 
ing companies 

This would give banks less 
flexibility to move money 
around than under die current 
rules, which allow banks to use 
capital legally allocated in 
their home country, in some 
cases, the U.S rules are 
tougher than elsewhere 

One of the changes the 
Fed's five-member board may 
make when it votes oil die final 
rule is to lower the number of 
banks that need to comply with 
the strictest requirements, sev¬ 
eral people working in the in¬ 
dustry said. 

"We believe . that they ... 
carved it back to those foreign 
banks that have $50 billion in 
assets here in the U.S ," said 
one industry source 

So far, die cutoff was for 
U S units with JIG billion in 
assets, and the tweak would 
mean only die largest IS for¬ 


eign banks would fall under 
die finEil rule, a sharp drop 
from the 2d under the pro¬ 
posal, tins source said. 

The United States used to 
rely on foreign supervisors to 
watch overseas banks, allow¬ 
ing them to hold less capital 
than their domestic counter¬ 
parts, on the assumption that 
the parent company was suffi¬ 
ciently capitalized 

But that policy ended after 
the Fed extended hundreds of 
billions of dollars in emer¬ 
gency loans to overseas banks 
during the financial crisis, 
which sparked fears foreign 
banks were not sufficiently 
capitalized in the United 
States. 

Europe has warned of tit- 
for-tat action, with European 
Union financial services com¬ 
missioner Michel Banner say¬ 
ing in October the bloc would 
draw up similar measures if the 
Fed pushed ahead with its 
plans. 

But Washington, worried 
tliat Europe's plans to shield 
taxpayers from having to bail 
out a bank when the next crisis 
happens aren't as far advanced 
as those in America, has taken 
an uncompromising stance on 
such issues. 

And even some bankers see 
benefits in the new rule, given 
th e o ft en - acrim om ou s p ast 
problems when different coun¬ 
tries had to save a bank with 
operations across borders.

Injured Russian skier taken to 
Germany as crashes mount 


SDCHI (AFP) - The Russian 
fireestyle skier who fractured 
her spine in the worst acci¬ 
dent of the Winter Olympics 
was Sunday flown to Ger¬ 
many city of Munich for 
treatment, as the Sochi 
Games saw new high-speed 
crashes. 

Maria Komissarova, 23, 
had undergone a six-an d- 
haif-hour operation at a hos¬ 
pital in Krasnaya Polyana 
outside Socln, after the hor¬ 
rific accident m training Sat¬ 
urday far the ski-crass event. 

But following a visit to 
her bedside late Saturday by 
President Vladimir Putin, a 
decision was taken to fly her 
to Munich for further treat¬ 
ment. 

" T d day, M ana Komi s - 
sarova was transferred on a 
special flight for the continu¬ 
ation of her treatment in Ger¬ 
many," said the statement by 
Russian freestyle ski federa¬ 
tion. 

"In line with a decision by 
her family, she has been sent 
to a clinic m Munich spe¬ 
cialised in the treatment of 
tins kind of injury, 11 it added. 

Russian Sports Minister 
Vitaly Mutko told the R- 
Sport news agency that 


Komissarova had arrived in 
Germany in the afternoon 
and would undergo a second 
operation there. 

Mutko emphasised that 
like other Russian athletes at 
the Games, Komissarova was 
fully insured so there would 
be no problem financing her 
treatment. 

The federation said earlier 
Sunday that she remained in 
a "serious but stable" condi¬ 
tion It has declined to give 
any prognosis or further de¬ 
tails. 

Ski-crass is one of the 
most frenetic and risky 
events of the Games, where 
skiers race down a slope 
fillecl with jumps, obstacles 
and banked corners. 

In the similar snowboard 
cross event, medal hopeful 
Helens Giafsen from Nor- 
wary was taken to hospital 
with a knee injury. 

In other freestyle disci¬ 
plines, Swiss aerials com¬ 
petitor Christopher Lambert 
suffered a suspected dislo¬ 
cated elbow while Britain's 
Rowan Cheshire was

Jorien ter Mors leads another Dutch sweep 



SOCHI (AFP) - Dutch athlete Jorien ter 
Mors smashed the Olympic record to 
take women's 1,500 m gold on Sunday as 
the Netherlands swept the top four 
places, tightening their iron gup an the 
speed skating competition. 

The Netherlands have turned Sochi's 
Adler Arena orange, winning 16 of 24 
medals on offer and taking five golds out 
of eight, leaving their rivals in the shade 
Ter Mars -- racing in the ninth pair — 
went almost 4 5sec quicker than then 
race leader Olga Fatkulina of Russia, set¬ 
ting a mark of 1mm 53.51 sec that not 
even her Dutch rivals could match 
Defending champion Ireen Wust who 
has already won the 3, DO Dm and taken 
silver in the 1,00am, came second, 
□. 5 S sec off the winning tun e whil e La tte 
van Beek (1 54.54) took bronze 

With nine pairs still to go, ter Mors — 
also competing in short track in Sochi -- 
faced a long, anxious wait as her rivals 
chased down her time. 

When the last racers crossed the line 
the champion, also competing in the 
short track at the Sochi Games, raised her 
arms in triumph and could not hold back 
her emotions 

"I'm not used to these kind of situations. In short track you immediately know if you have 
won. Now 1 had to wait and it was very nerve-wracking," said the gold medallist. 

"I never expected to win gold here, hut I had a very good race. Technically it was good. I 
kept pace, 1 skated m a compact position, it was just about keeping skating At the finish line I 
looked up and 1 was first " 

Mamt Leenstra finished fourth to underline the Netherlands' complete dominance

Ritsma. 

It is tlie first time a country 


has taken the tap four places 
at an Olympic Winter Games 
since East Germany did it in 
men's luge at the 1972 
Games. 

The Netherlands' tally of 
id medals in speed skating is 
a new record for any country 
in any sport at a single Winter 
Games. Austria won 14 in 
alpine skiing in Turin in
